No record In German waa made at ths tine of this oral intarvlow, 
inasmuch as Lt. l/errlam took notes in i^gliah on the remarks of General 
Kamer is they ware translated by the interpreter. Lt, Merriaa t.ien used 
his -ui£.li8h notes as the basis for this reoort which he oreparad after 
tne coraolation of tne oral interview. 

This was the only oral or written interview which Lt. Merriax had 
concerning matters other t.ian the Ardennes Offensive. fYoa oravious 
readin; s on the 20 July 19UU nlot, Lt. iierriain was particularly interested 
in collecting details on this affair. *ith the possible hope that he 
might liter publish a book or magaelne article devoted tc the German 
story behind this plot.

Otaly obvious 
errors in spelling, f^metuation, and grsunatlcal constructian have been 
corrected.

i, I received no aatiefaetory ana—rs to tha— ^i— Uo— * 
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Kowenrar, I raturnad to ay a&ttaliaa and irawdlataly called a eon^raaoa 
of officers at ahleh I ordered a ring placed around the Oova mwient 
buildings, and ^va instructions that no one ma to accept any orders un- 
less they sere given by aa personally, fhe entire situaticm looked 
suspieloua to ae, but I did not know what was going on.

INTE RROGATION REPORT No 34 

I. Cover and Deception Prior to the ARDEIT,'t;S Offensive 


This report prepared in answer to USEET Inter- 

rogation Brief No 3 , dated 15 July 19^5- 

Preamble . Generalmajor Otto Ernst REMER, source for 
the answers to this questionnaire, is the Aa.jor REOIER, 
formerly in command of the ’’’achTatalllon in BEREIN, who was 
instrumental in checking the military follow-through of 
the 20 July 19^'4- ulot against HITEER's life. He assumed 
command of the Fuehrer Begleit Brigade (Brigade P.'TZER) 
shortly before the xiRDENOTES offensive. 

The Fuehrer Begleit Brigade left RAS'IdEIBURG, Ost- 
preussen, about 25 November for EAITT, (Eifel) (GSGS 4346/ 

Id 51/L 3577) and -~as first coamitted in the ST VITH area 
(GSGS 4042/6/p 8S) , whence " t advanced towards L-IROCrlE 
(gSGS 4042/6/? 47). n 27 Tscembar Brigade REdlSR was 
committed west of B-.STOGdlE (GSGS 4042/6/? 55) in order to 
secure German positions in this sector.

Answers to the Questionnaire . 


1. That security measures wore adopted by German 
unit commanders between the time they received 
initial orders concerning the ARDEi'AIES of- 
fensive and 16 December 1944? 

a. Radio securit y. From the arrival of the 
Fuehrer Begleit Brigade in the west in early 
December 1944 until the commitment of the brigade on 18 
December 19^4, the ur.^t kept a strict radio silence. 

There were no exercises with radio-communication seta. 

Even the use of nrivate radio sets at lowest level was 
prohibited . 

b. False radio traffic , i.lthough the Brigade 
RSilER used no false radio traffic, some was employed by 
higher echelons. 

c . Security of troop inove..,ents to avoid identi - 
fication by aircraft . Before and during the offensive all 
troop movements were executed by night or in unfavorable 
flying weather.
